Whilst  this  Authority  is  not  affected  by  all  tho  now 
le -islation,  some  ohenges  have  taken  plaoo  and  tho  following  aro  the  most  notablos- 


1»  Hospitals.  All  are  now  under  the  Hoalth  Service  Act  and  wo  aro  in 

number  four  division,  ono  of  the  sevonteon  divisions  into 
which  tho  Manchester  Regional  Board  has  divided  its  area. 

Cur  divisional  headquarters  aro  at  Preston  but  a sub-oommittoo 
a Housing  Committee  has  boon  formed  to  doal  with  the  three 
hospitals  around  Chorley.  There  aro  monthly  mootings  in 
Chorloy,  There  is  some  looal  representation  on  this 
oorraitteo  but  it  is  very  different  from  the  looal  management 
previously  carried  out  in  this  area.

All  matters  in  connection  with  tho  oontrol  of  infectious 
diseases  still  remain  7/ith  the  District,  but  oopios  of 
all  nr.  tifi cations  are  sent  to  Divisional  Office  for 
information,  Hoalth  visiting.  Midwifery  and  Child  Welfare 
arc  still  oarriod  out  by  tbo  County  Council, 


The  Rural  District  of  Chorley  comprises  twenty  parishes 
~ :1  eh  encircle  the  Municipal  Borough  of  -horloy.  lb  changes  in  boundaries  have 
'.oh:n  cl  ace  and  the  area  of  the  District  renai  ns  at  Ip.,  Ill  acros.  This  acreage

parish  to  another,  Tho  distanoos  being  as  groat  as  10  nilos  in  ono  dirootion 
and  6 in  tho  other. 


There  is  no  laok  of  varioty  in  this  Rural  District,  On 
tin  South  last  boundary  wo  havo  tho  parishes  of  Rivington  and  Hoapey,  whoso  hills 
are  the  fringo  of  tho  Penninos,  This  oontrasts  with  tho  flat  land  in  tho  othor 
parishes,  especially  tho -land  at  Crosten  on  tho  Western  sido  which  is  only  a 
iV.v  foot  above  soa  level,  and  whoro  tho  River  Douglas  i3  tidal. 

In  tho  largest  parish  and  tho  ono  adjoining  it,  namely 
Coppull  and  Charnook  Riohard  ooal  mining  is  carried  on.  At  Coppull  thoro  is  a 
largo  modern  oolliory  at  Chisnall  Hall,  also  tho  older  and  smaller  pit  at 
Ellcrbeok,  In  Charnook  Riohard  thoro  is  tho  older  oolliory  whioh  takoa  its  namo 
:'r  V’.o  old  parish  of  Y.roloh  Whittle  whioh  now  forms  part  of  Charnook  Riohard, 

The  Distriot  being  in  Lancashire,  it  is  not  surprising 
A ■ c h.as  its  oonneotions  with  tho  Cotton  Trade,  In  sovoral  parishos  this 
• •'  - carried  on,  in  largo  modern  mills  provided  with  thoir  own  power  plants, 

I--.  - village  however,  tho  mills,  two  in  number,  and  comparatively  small, 

derive  thoir  p.wor  from  tho  water  of  tho  Rivor  Darwon,  a small  supplemental y 
- ■ ••  -plant  has  boon  provided  but  nevertheless  water  powor  is  still  in  uso,  Thoeo 

niv  the  mills  in  the  parish  of  Hoghton, 

At  Euxton  thero  is  the  Royal  Ordnnnoe  Faotory,  built  prior 
t the  war,  a largo  part  of  whioh  wo  understand  has  boon  turned  over  to  tho 
manufacture  of  goeefc  badly  needed  in  this  oountry  to-day. 


It  must  not  be  assumed  that  because  roferenoc  has  boen 
v.-.d ? t:  o tt:n,  mining  and  R.O.F,  that  tho  Distriot  has  lost  its  rural  features, 
‘.'■v  s is  not  the  oaso  as  in  most  of  its  twenty  parishos  agrioulturo  predominates 
an  I in  tho'parish  of  Mawdosloy  tho  old  rural  industry  of  baskot  making  is  still 
carri:  r,  village  blacks,  iths  and  wheelwrights,  although  fow  in  number,  oan 

still  be  found  in  the  area.

This  will  account  for  tho  number  of 
di  sinfections  being  much  higl^er  this  year  than  last,  when  actually  there  are  loss 
cases  of  infcoticus  disease,
